Fuel Administration has been- l 
re-established "by the executive order 
of President "-Wilson, .effective last 
Thursday. This order specifically re- 
stores tie restrictions and regulations 
OH prices of bituminous coal at the 
mines; on commissions and agencies 
performing the functions of middle- 
men dealing in bituminous coal and. 
on gross margins or prices of whole- 
sale and retail dealers, by revoking 
the orders ot January 31 .«d Febru- 
ary 20 last. 


Dr. Harry A. Gsrtield resumes his 


functions as fuel administrator and 
will haic charge of the Fuel Admin- 
istration under the executive order, 
Tbo action of the President restore.* 
the Lever act to effect by giving au- 
thority to the fuel administrator to 
issue regulations and provide penal- 
ties under its. provisions. This restora- 
tion of powers of the fuel administra- 
tor is provided in the following para- 
graph of the President'^ order: 


"Inasmuch a? i: is contemplated 


that it may be necessary from time 
to time to revoke ol'ier portions of 
said orders of January 31, 1S1D and 
February 20. 1913, and to restore to 
fu',1 force and effect rules,, regulations 
orders and proclamations, or portions 
thereof, regulating the production, 
sale, shipment, distribution, -appor- 
tionment, storage or use of bitumin- 
ou3 and lignite coal, the Fl^e! Admin- 
istration shall, as occasion arises, 
restore, change or make such rules 
or regulations relating to the produc- 
tion, sale, shipment, distribution, ap- 
portionment, storage or use of bitum- 
inous and lignite coal as in his judg- 
ment may be necessary." 


When the United States Fuel Ad- 


ministration suspended Che regula- 
tions of. the Fuel Administration on 
February 1, one regulation was not 
suspended, but remained in 
effect. 


The regulation related to the making 
of contracts for the salu of coal or 
coke by operators, producers, jobbery, 
sales agents or purchases agents uf 
coal or coke. 


This regulation spwctned that ail 


such contracts "shall not exceed the 
price f I the mine or the place of pro- 
duction, as established hy the Fresi- 
| dent, or by the United States Fuel Ad- 
ministrato'r, for the particular coal or 
cokp to ho shipped and in effect at 
the date of shipment; provided, how- 
ever, that every such contract made
